DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Petition for Revival under 37 C.F.R 1 . 1 37(b) filed on June 9, 2006 was granted and 
the Petition Decision granted was mailed on November 13, 2006. As a result, the Notice of 
Abandonment mailed on May 3 1 , 2006 has been withdrawn. 

Applicant's amendment filed on June 9, 2006 has been entered and made of record. 

Examiner's Amendment 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

3. It is noted that there is a typographic error presented in claim 7 with regard to its 
dependency. Thus, the purpose of this amendment is to correct such error so it correctly depends 
from claim 1 . 

The application has been amended as follows:

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-5 and 7-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Reference is made to 
paragraphs 5-6 of the previous Office action mailed on October 19, 2005 as to the reasons for 
allowance of claims 1-5 and 7-19. Specifically, the cited prior art does not teach or suggest the

claimed features as recited at last 3 lines of claims 1 and 8, last 4 lines of claims 3 and 5, and last 
8 lines of claim 19. 

Likewise, claims 2-4, 7-8, and 10-19 variously depend from independent claims 1, 3, 5 
and 8-9 and thus are allowed for the reasons as well.
